A. Operations 


CG T-1 advised on Nóvember 8, 1963, that he had 
learned that creditors are clósing in on A-1 Industrial 
Uniform Company, and GEORGE BRAVOS is worried about the 
creditors. CG T-l advised that the BRAVOS brothers are 
operating A-1 Industrial Uniform Company in the same 
manner that they operated another laundry in Florida, and 
that soon they intend to sell A-1 Industrial Uniform Company. 


CG T-2 advised on November 13, and 14, 1963, that 
DAVID YARAS spends much of his time in Miami, Florida 
but he continues to be active as a partner of 
and shares in the proceeds from gambling, particularly among 
Jewish enterprizes on the north side of Chicago. According 
to CG T-2, YARAS comes to Chicago frequently because he has 
an interest in the A-l Industrial Uniform Company, and he 
has one of his sons managing this company while the other 
son operates as a salesman for a foreign car distributor. 


According to an article which appeared in the m 
"Chicago Daily News", Red Dart Edition, on February 7, 1964, 
captioned, "...And Here Are Hood-Linked Firms", one of the 
business firms in Chicago which has been penetrated by the | 
Syndicate is the A-1 Industrial Unifoxs Company, 77 West 
Washington Street which was incorporated on August 9, 1962, 
to rent linens and uniforms. According to the article, 

one of the directors and the secretary-treasurer of the 
company is DAVE YARAS, age 50, once indicted for murder of 
race wire king JAMES RAGEN. The president of the firm is 

the west side bookie boss, GEORGE BRAVOS, and 4 intelligence 
unit policemen have seen a number of other Syndicate members 
at the firm's other address, 1217 Nerth Oakley. The article 
continues by mentioning other firms which have been penetratec 
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by the Syndicate and furnishes the names of the officers 
of some of them. Included are: 


L&M Disposal Company, 221 North LaSalle, a 
scavenger firm havig two Syndicate members us salesmen, 
namely GEORGE BRAVOS and 






Roth-Adams Fuel @mpany, 1509 West Cortland, one 


of whose salesmen is NICK BRAVOS, age 50, a $1,000 a month 
salesman. When asked what BRAVOS does , 
Firm President, said, "None of your business".  BRAVOS 


served seven years in prison for bank robbery and is a west 
side bookmaker for the Syndicate. Both he and his brother 
GEORGE, also a bookmaker, used Roth-Adams Company cars 
according to the Chicago Police Department. 


B. NICK and GEORGE BRAVOS 


The following article appeared in the "Chicago Daily 
News", Red Streak Edition, dated November 5, 1963: 


"Hood Firm Offers Cut-Rate Garbage Pickup" 
"By JACK WILLNER 
"A new hoodlum scavenger firm whose star salesman is crime 
syndicate bookmaker GEORGE (The Greek) BRAVOS, 48, has begun 
signing up customers on the Near North Side. 
"Bravos is offering new customers rates from 25 to 50 per cent 
below those of competitors, according to the Police intelligence 
unit. 


"The new concern, L & M Disposal Co., has offices at 221 N, 
La Salle. | 
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“The office lease was signed by WILLIAM MC GUIRE, 40, of 
1419 W. Garfield Blvd,, a former Chicago policeman, 

and BERNARD LIEBLING, 54, a former downtown Chicago 
restaurant operator, police said. 


"Other scavenger operators have told police they fear 
the new firm may try to take over the bulk of the scavenger 
business here through use of muscle. 


"Police said that so far they have had no reports BRAVOS 
nas used threats or terror tactics in his sales work, 


"The intelligence unit said L & M is apparently an outgrowth 
of the merger of West Suburban Scavenger Service and 
Consolidated Scavenger Service Co. 


"West Suburban in 1960 engaged in a bitter fight with the 
Chicago and Suburban Refuse Disposal Assn.; which charged 
the firm was using hoodlums to steal customers away. 


"Police said some Near North Side businessmen reported that 
they had been solicited by ISADORE (IZZY) SCARAMUZZO on behalf 
of L & M, rather than BRAVOS. In 1961, SCARAMUZZO was a 
salesman for Consolidated, police said. 


"L & M now uses pickup trucks formerly operated by Consoli- 
dated and parks them in a former Consolidated garage at 
4548 S. McDowell, police said. 


“BRAVOS has a brother, NICK BRAVOS, who is a syndicate 
oookmaker for the Loop and West Side. 


"MC GUIRE was identified in U.S. Senate rackets committee 

testimony in 1959 as a partner of hoodlum CHARLES (CHUCK) 

ENGLISH in jukebox racketeering. MC GUXRE left the police 
force in 1951. | 


"LIEBLING, of 1302 Central, Wilmette, was involved in a 
Traffic Court hassle last March, when he was accused of 
trying to bribe a court clerk and of carrying away 20 traffic 
tickets without permission." 
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On November 6, 1963, a follow up article 
appeared in the "Chicago Daily News", Red Streak Edition, 
which is as follows: 


" Hoodlum Firm Has Garbage Pickup Contract 
with Jewish Federation Here" 


"By JACK WILLNER 


"A new hoodlum scavenger service that drove its trucks 
through union picket lines when another scavenger wouldn't, 
won & contract with the Jewish Federation of Metropolitan 
Chicago. 


"I, & M Disposal Co, is now serving seven institutions that 
receive support from the federation, including Michael Reese 
and Mount Sinai hospitals. 


"BERNARD BERNBERG, federation purchasing agent, said the 
federation's central purchasing office turned to L & M 
last spring during a labor dispute at the Park View Home 
for the Aged, 1401 N. California. 


"The former scavenger refused to cross picket lines thrown 
up by Local 4, Building Service Employes International 
Union, he said. 


"BERNBERG said he obtained an order from the Board of 
Zealth directing that the garbage be removed, but the 
former scavenger still would not cross picket lines. 


"One of the federation's directors then suggested calling 
L & M, BERNBERG recalled. | 


"He said he talked to BERNARD LIEBLING, 54, a former down- 
town Chicago restaurant operator and one of two men who signed 
a lease for the firm's office space at 211 N. La Salle. 


CLIYEBLING told me,''We'll go in (cress picket lines), .'?

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BERNBERG said. " *Believe it or not, they pulled right in 
aimost then and there. 


" 'We felt we owed them (L & M) a favor because of what 
they had done for us, " ', BERNBERG added. The one-year 
contract to serye the seven institutions was the result, he 
said. 


"BERNBERG said the federation is saving " ‘thousands of dollars ' ” 
a year under the contract. " ' I think they (L & M) have done 
the cty a service, ' ", he added. 


"Meawhile License Court Judge HARRY A, IŞEBERG continued for 
the fourth time a hearing on a motion to vacate a $420 fine 
against L & M. He set the new hearing for Monday, Nov. 18. 


"Crime syndicate bookmaker GEORGE (The Greek) BRAVOS, 48, 
is L & M's star salesman, and has been signing up customers 
on the Near North Side. 


"The police intelligence unit is closely watching the opera- 
tions of the new firm, which is offering customers rates from 
25 to 50 per cent below those competitors. 


"The other signer of the firm's office lease was WILLIAM MC GUIRE, 
40, of 1419 W, Garfield Blvd., a former Chicago policeman. 


"In addition to the two hospitals and Park View, the other 
four agencies being served by L & M are Winfield Tuberculosis 
Service, 508 E. 29th St.; Drexel Home Inc., 6140 S8. 
Drexel; Resthaven Rehabilitation Center, 1409 S. California, 
and the Orthodox Jewish Home for the Aged, 1648 8. Albany." 
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C. DAVID YARAS. 


CG T-1 advised on December 13, 1963, that 
DAVID YARAS, a hoodlum who spends most of his time in 
Miami, Florida and who is associated with A-1 Industrial 
Uniform Company which is operated by his son and the 
BRAVOS brothers, appeared in Chicago on December 12, 1963. 
YARAS spent sometime at the H & H Restaurant in the 
Chicago Loop, which is a hangout for numerous Chicago area 
hoodlums. CG T-1 advised that YARAS was scheduled to léàve 
for Florida on December 14, 1963.

These coveralls were used in the 
car wash operation. C stated that no effort had been made 
on the part of A-1 to collect the prior bill for the coveralls 
and that BRAVOS was now insisting on full payment for everything, 
including the prior sale of the coveralls, which had never been 
delinquent, and a payment for gas attendants uniforms and service 
which had never been rendered.
